SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Harry A. Foster 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Sumner: 

I herewith submit my annual report of the condition 
of the. schools of Sumner together with an itemized 
account of all income and expenditures for the school 
year 1939-1940 and also the recommendations of the 
Superintending School Committee for the year 1940-1941, 

3ut one change was made in the teaching force dut- 
ing the year. On recommendation of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, the Pleasant Pond school was to be 
closed and the. pupils conveyed to the West Sumner 
school. This was not done as the enrollment was in- 
creased and finally closing did not seem advisable. Miss 
Elizabeth Gill was engaged to teach this school. 

The general condition of the school shows some im- 
provement. ‘The textbooks are in better condition and 
maps, reference books, and dictionaries have been pro- 
vided. The buildings are in fair condition. Some work 
should be done on the underpinning of the Morrill school 
and storm windows are needed. ‘The interior of the 
West Sumner building should be painted and’ papered. 
The room is very dark and dingy and needs more than 
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soap and water can accomplish. ‘The stove at the East 
Sumner school needs repairs and may need to be 
replaced by a new one. 

Music in our schools has been continued. Miss Steele, 
who organized the course, resigned in June to accept a 
similar position at Scarboro and Miss Pauline Goucher, 
a graduate of Boston Universty, is carrying on the work. 
Miss Pearson is continuing her work in Bible study with 
her usual enthusiasm and excellent results. 

The income for schools during the next fiscal year 
will be considerably smaller. Three items amounting to 
$332.00, viz., special equalization, equalization, and tut- 
tion will not be available. However, the Superintending 
School Committee has given the matter careful consid- 
eration and made the same recommendations as for last 
year. They are: 


Common Schools, $2,800 00 
High School tuition, 1,200 00 
Superintendent, 250 00

To Geo. E. Redding, a constable of the Town of Sumner 
in the County of Oxford. Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Sumner, in said county, qualified by law to vote in 
town affairs, to meet at Pleasant Pond Grange Hall in 
West Sumner, in said town, on Monday, the fourth day- 
of March, A. D. 1940, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said — 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will accept the report of 
the Municipal Officers for the year ending February 1, 
1940. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to call for bids 
for the collection of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect one or 
more road commissioners for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for snow removal for the winter 1940-41. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the purchase of snow fence. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and rase suci 
sums of money as may be necessary for the support of 
schools, support of the poor, repairs of school houses, 
purchase of school books and tuition of high school 
pupils for the ensuing vear. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will authorize the school 
committee to continue the schools where an average of 
eight scholars has not been maintained for the past year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the repair of roads and bridges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to defray town charges for the ensuing year.
